I was reminded by his comment 
on English actors in America of , 
how few American actors make — 
good over here, There is Mr. 
Ernest’ Truex, :of course, whose 
delightfully quiet style has caught 
our English fancy, and others 
whose names: I] cannot afford - 
space to mention, but the balance 
is all in favour of the English. 

Mr. Bayard Veiller, author. of 
“Within the Law,” “The 13th 
Chair,” and the new piece. that 
he has (just brought from 
America called “The Trial of 
Mary “Dugan,” reminded me that 
New York is the most receptive | - 
city_in. the world for ‘talent, re- 
gardless of its place of origin, I~ 
drew his attention to the extra- 
ordinary number of failures re- 
ported for the last twelve months 
in New York. His answer was 
that they had too many theatres. 


‘Unenterprising, Managers, . 


’ Mr. Frank Gregory, a manager 
associated with the production of 
“Tin Gods,” “Potiphar’s Wife,” 
and other pieces, said to me that 
the accepted shortage of good 
English plays was due to the fact 
that English authors are not suf- 
ficiently encouraged by English 
managers. . Rather than trust'to 
such judgment as they may 
possess, they will pay huge 
bonuses and royalties for a New 
York success in the hope that it: 
will repeat its triumph over here. 
He thought it a pity. that such an 
important management as that of 
Clayton and Waller should asso- 
ciate itself. with so many Ameri- 
can plays, such as “The Best 
People,” “The Gold Diggers,” 
“The Garden of Eden,” “Sauce for 
the Gander,” “Hit the Deck,’’. 
“Mercenary Mary,” etc., without 
giving ‘some reasonable oppor- 
tunity to the English playwright. 

Mr. Edgar Wallace and many 
others think that, as an act of 
sheer justice, American 'yoyalties 
on English plays ought to be tax- 
ed as, English authors are taxed in 
America, and I can see‘no argu- 
ment against this, 

Surely, however, the root of the 
whole American trouble lies in 
the fact that our plays have be- 
come less a matter of language 
and more of situation. We have 
lost, as Mr.. Fred Terry. shrewdly 
points out, the proper. cultivation - 
of the human voice, “most glori- 
ous of all musical instruments,” 

Such American sucvesses as have 


Ronald “Squire, Raymond Heneng 
and. Noel Coward, he thought, 
were ovr best ‘actors, while 
Massey, he ‘considered, .was also 
one. of the finest atage directors 
in this country. 

Mr. Selwyn has been attacked 
for asking 60 per cent. of the pro- 
fits on his American successes 
from English managements. His 
view is that a tried and proved 
article is worth what it will fetch, 
On the other hand, two auch dis- 
tinguished and experienced Eng- 
lish theatrical managers as Sir 
Alfred Butt and Mr. Alec Rea are 
both of the opinion that the 
Americans are asking exorbitant 
and impracticable terms. Mr, 
Rea has had a very big artistic 
success in the production of Mr. 
Sidney Howard's American play, 
“The Silver Cord.” He confided 
to me that for a certain American 
comedy that had been submitted 
to him he had been requested to 
pay $10,000 on account of 50 per. 
tent. of the profits, with a royalty 
of 10 per cent. in addjtion. He 
had had to pay for the American 
version of Somerset Maugham’s 
“Rain” to Mr. Sam Harris the 
sum of £2,000 on account of 25 per 
cent. of the profits, This price, in 
his view, made the importation of 
American plays prohibitive. 


Dull Stories. 


Sir Alfred Butt told me that 
from his recent invitation to Eng- 
lish authors to send in a British 
musical play for Drury Lane he 
had received no fewer than 247 
plays. His staff of readers em- 
ployed for the purpose (including 
a lady who had spent some years 
with the late Sir Herbert Tree in 
the same capacity) reported that 
sixteen pieces only were worth his 
consideration. He had read all 
these sixteen, and in his opinion 
it would have been ,commercia 
madness, to have produced .any 
one of them. They each lacked 
éntertainment value. The stories 
were dull. The authors took 
themselves too seriously. A simi- 
lar fiasco attended his declaration 
that he needed a play for Miss 
Tallulah: Bankhead at the Globe. 
Fifty-eight plays were sent in to 
him in- a week, but not 
one of them seemed :~to 
‘him in’ the least. possible, He 
thought there could be no ques- 
tion of an American invasion of 
the English stage. The boot was

London, Feb. 16.:

When I discussed the point, the . 
other, day, with Mr. Archie 
Selivyn, the well-known New York 
theatrical manager, he committed 
himself to a firm opinion.that the 
present state of the, English thea- 
tre was deplorable. Mr. Chan- 

‘|ning Pollock, the noted American 

playwright ‘and critic, has’ also 

delivered “a ‘funeral oration over 
the English’stage, which, he says, 
is dying of anaemia, Mr. Al 

Wocds, a theatrical figure even 
better known the other side of the 

Atlantic, has ‘announced his 

hearty approval of any process of 

Americanisation of our stage if 

it will have the effect of bringing 

“pep” and virility into our work. 


Swing of the Pendulum. 

Mr. Selwyn, who is arranging 
the London production of four 
non-musical New York successes, 
pointed out.to me that before the 
war out of every thirty-five or 
forty plays twenty were usually 
of English origin. ‘The late 
Charles Frohman did a great work 
in popularising English dramat- 
ists in America, but in his time 
first-class pieces were being turn- 
Jed out by dramatists of the stand- 
ing of Pinero, Barrie, Jones, 
Sutro, Haddon Chambers, etc. 
To-day the position has changed 
completely, Apart’ from Mr. 
Frederick Lonsdale, Mr, Somerset 
Maugham, and one or two others, 
in. Mr. Selwyn's view we have no} 
playwrights worthy of being com- 
pared with these pre-war giants, 

There could, in his opinion, be

‘ROMANCE oF THE MONEY: 
MAKERS.

TESTS AND REJECTIONS, © 
ie 
_ Every coin’ which leaves. the 
Mint is a splendid survivor. In- 
aide the Mint its Ife, in its vari- 
ous stages, is an interminable 
series of tests and rejections and 
refining processes. Its alloy is 
teated by chomistsa in bar form,, it 
{s drawn through a 100-h.p. man- 
gle, passed through water, reheat- 
ed in an airtight furnace, passed 
through water, .rerolled, recooled. 
You would think the metal was by 
now ready for coining. Not 80, 
Bolivia, to use a whimsical Ameri- 
can phrase, + 
Dise ‘are haphazardly cut from 
the metal. strips, to test them for 
weight first. . At the Mint they 
aay that the weigher “keeps a bit 
on ithe heavy side,” but what he 
does is to allow, against the wear 
and tear of processes to come, a 
full quarter of a grain, an entire, 
heaped-up, clod-hopping, lumpish 
quarter of a grain, Not the 
breath of a decimal more, sir, + 
* * * # 
Now then, the time has come for 
striking the coin? Not so, Bolivia; 
There is more to be done yet, 
The coins are cut blank first. 
You must almost shout to be heard 
in the room where this is done, 
as the punches come down bang, 
bang, bang upon the metal strips, 
cutting from them endless pairs of 


|blanks, which slide then out of the ' 


machine ‘over. a honeycombed tray, 
through the hollows of which im- 
perfect coins fall like sinners into 
oblivion, . 

The unused framework -of the 
bars—40 per cent, of. the whole— 
goes back to be renielted. The 
blanks pass to a man who stands 
at a large inclined grid, punched 
with holes the exact size of a re- 
quired coin ‘all over its surface. 
Over this all day he spreads coins, 
rubbing them over it with his ex. 
tended fingers, so that any of the 
imperfect which may have escap- 
ed the first test. of the machine 
fall through beneath ‘his mingled 
acrutiny and touch. 

The edges of the innumerable 


'leoins’ are sharp and his hands are 
s}ungloved, but , 


he says, he does 
hot cut himself, Only the ends 
of his fingers grow rather callous,’ 
as with an eternal gather: and 


sweep and rub, over and over and 
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over, he passes over his sieve a 
quarter of'a million coins cach 
day. } : 

And now they stamp the coins? 
Not so, Bolivia, The blanks are 
too soft.. Rims are raised upon 
them, they are put into red-hot 
pigeon-holes in a rotary furnace, 
and thence fall, ugly dark discs,

they are taken to an adjoining 
room, and there they go mad. 
They are cast into wild, revolving,

Presently atulia red coals from 
a furnace are cast amid them, for 
an extraordinary moment the 
waves of coins scem to drip blood, 
and then all at once spring to a 
frosted white. Water is added 
and the canisters whirl on, the 
discs aa they scour the side of the 
canisters and fall over each other 
cleaning themselves, till’ presently 
thoy are glittering, and you can 
see rising from the waves of acid 
and water what you . have often 
read of but never seen, true silver 
apray, ~ 
Then they are dried in -hot-air 
boilers, such ‘ns you used to 
glimpse . in hairdressers’ before 
women's hair became — obsolete, 
and are fed, for the most part at 
least, through tubes into the cofn- 
{ng-presses, There metal. frogs’ 
lega seize.cach blank and hold it 
for the instant of honour, when a 
die squeezes upon it, and it falls 
into a bag below, the, King’s shill- 
ing. Forty thousand pieces a day 
‘thus fall knighted from each preas, 
odd, jovial machines which dance 
at their work and ‘od their noses 
at you with a “Now I've done it” 
air as the die comes down, 

So ‘all is completed? Nay, not 
ao, Britannia, All silver coins 
must go to a room like an as- 
tronomer’s study, full of cold, in- 
tellectual balances which, with al- 
most‘ inhuman judgment, as they 
weigh the coins, sort them into 
those of correct weight, those a 
shadow héavy and those a shadow 
light. “Not alone this, but those 
shadows of difference may be vari- 
ed to such standard of difference 
as the. Mint desires. = 

Thence ,the coins go to‘ the 
“rJugers,” human ‘miracles these, 


-men who sit before small circular 


anvils and on these with: endless- 
ly flitting wrists cast the.coins in 
such a swift stream that you have 
a silver rainbow in the air, light 
ing upon and lenping from “the 
anvil. So continuous is the fall 
of the pieces that it forms a scam- 
legs note of sound. They listen to 
it, and at the slightest alteration 
of tone, stop and take the flawed 
piece from the heap where it haa 
fallen, and then start again. 

The ultimate test of all is yet to 
In bags the ‘coins are taken 
to where at table height an end- 
less ‘band of leather passes over 
and between rollers.
